THE  Firft  Conful  of  the  French  Republic 
in  the  name  of  the  Fr;nch  Nation,  St  his  Ma- 
jefty the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom,  ice. 
equally  animated  by  a  defno  to  put  a  ftop  to 
the  calamities  of  war,  have  laid  the  foundati- 
ons of  poac;,  by  the  preliminary  articles  fign- 
ed  at  London,  the  1ft  of  October  1801  ;  and 
as  by  the  15th  article  of  ths  laid  prelimin- 
aries, it  "has  been  agreed,  "  That  there  (lull 
be  nominated  on  the  one  part  and  the  other, 
Plenipotentiaries,  who  lhall  r;fort  to  Amiens, 
to  draw  up  the  definitive  treaty,  in  concert 
with  the  allies  of  the  ccntra&inir  parties  ;" 
the  Firft  Conful  of  the  French  Republic,  in 
the  name  of  the  French  nation,  has  appointed 
citizen  Joleph  Buonaparte,  counce'lor  of 
ftate  ;  and  his  Ma  jefty  the  King  of  the  Uni- 
ted Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
tijc  Marquis  CornwaMis,  Knight  of  the  mod 
tlluftrious  order  of  the  Garter,  £;c.  ;  his  Ma- 
jefty the  King  of  Spain,  and  the  government 
of  the  Batmian  Republic,  have  appointed 
for  their  Plenipotentiaries,  Don  Joleph  Ni- 
cholasafe'Azarra,  fccc.  and  Roger  John  Schim- 
melpcnnick,  btc.  who  after  having  exchang- 
ed in  due  form,  their  powers  which  are  here- 
after ftated,  have  agreed  to  the  following  ar- 
ticles : 

Art.  I.  There  fhall  be  peace,  amity  and

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Chester  (cK'n,  Mary- 
land, April  28,  1802. 

«  An  inflame  of  voluntary  abftinencc  has 
lately  taken  place,  perhaps  unparrallelled.  An 
infane  perfon  named  Horatio  Scney.of  Church 
H'.ll,  i»  Queen  Anne's  county,  Maryland,  a 
few  days  ago  completed  a  Fast  of  forty-five 
days  !  being  determined  (as  he  frequently  laid) 
to  Out-Fast  our  blessed  Savior. 

"  During  the  whole  period,  he  fuflered  no- 
thing to  pals  his  Hp*. but  pure  water  : — No 
perfuafion, whatever  could  prevail  on  him  to 
mix  milk  with  it.  Meat,  bread,  &c.  were 
repeatedly  put  in  his  way,  that  he  might  tike 
it  by  Health — it  remained  untouched. 

"  On  the  morning  of  the  forty-fifth  day  hr 
broke^fctfaft  by  eating  one  perch  and  two 
moutlflHFof  homony — observing,  that  as 
his  lad  meal  was  nib,  his  rirlt  mould  be  the 
fame.  .After  this,  in- going  to  the  door,  he 
fell  down — was  taken  up  and  put  to  bed  ;  the 
next  day  he  took  half  a  cup  of  coffee,  and 
one  fttU'H  bifcuit,  which  was  the  laft  food  he 
partnok  of.
